While the breast is red it is of » bright
er shade than that of the robin, They
subsist on the hard seeds of coniferous
trees, and their beaks are crossed at
the tips to enable them to crack these
seeds vasily. The mistake Is a naturs
al one, but a close examination will
show quite an unrobinlike bird. —
